: More than 36,000,000 pounds of 
wool have been handled by the Cana- 
dian Co-operative Wool Growers, 
Ltd., Toronto. during the ten years 
that it has been operating. This as- 
sociation is a sales agency serving 
the provincial and local associations 
in the provinces of Canada from 
Nova Scotia to British Columbia. 
Wool of the 1927 clip was assembled 
by 16 local asséciations and delivered 
to the larger organizations for mar- 

: keting. The 1927 receipts consisted of 
8,636,315 pounds of wool and 11,939 
pounds of pelts. Of this amount 41
